From Revue des Sourds-Muels we 
learn that Mr. Hippolyte Montillie, 
<me of the best pupilfl of the first 
oral school founded by Magnat, 
died in France, on the 4th of June, 
aged forty-nine years. He was a 
skillful practical sculptor and was 
decorated with the medal of the col- 
laborators of the exposition of 1900. 
The statues of the Grand Palace, 
the Alexander Bridge, and other 
works were executed by him. After 
traveling in England he came to 
New York, Where he lived for ten 
years. He was among the sculptors 
who contributed to the decorations 
of the Lousiania Purchase Exposi- 
tion at St. Louis. In New York he 
was steadily employed at mural de- 
corations, and executed several 
medallions and bas-relief portraits, 
one of which was of the late 
Rev. Dr. Thomas Gallaudet. 
was a member of the American 
Society of Deaf Artists. About 
four years ago, he returned to 
Prance and did considerable work 
for the master sculptors there. 
The war caused him to seek refuge 
with his parents who are land owners 
in the Allier. He was climb 
barn, when overcome with 
he fell from a height of over twenty 
feet. He suffered great agony for 
forty-eight hours. When nearing 
his end, he declared his great love 
for his mother, and passed from 
perfect consciousness into eternal 
sleep. 

He was a former pupil at the 
School of Fine Arts, and won ; 
there, and on certain occasions he 
exhibited at the Salons of the 
Champs-Elysees, where some of his 
works were notable, among them a 
bas-relief portrait of M. He. 
lard, splendidly modeled. 

Mr. Montillie while a resident of 
New York City, won many friends 
by his gentlemanly demeanor, and 
all of them will sorrow at the news 
that be has pasted awa

iiTOR Dkap- Mutes' Jour- 
nal : — Your comment, in the Jour- 
nal of August 19th concerning the 
recent San Francisco Convention of 
the National Association of the 
Deaf, is in the main, that of an 
eminently competent and unbiased 
observer. 

It seems to me, however, that a 
few of your statements, without 
some further qualification or eluci- 
dation, may give an erroneous im- 
pression concerning certain features 
of the convention. 

You say : "As a convention, it 
was not up to recent standards of 
the National Association." 

As one who has attended every 
vention of the N. A. D, since 
1889, anc * followed the proceedings 
closely from invocation to adjourn- 
ment, it is my opinion that the San 
Francisco Convention was standard 
in all essential particulars, 

rther on your say : " It (the 
convention; will go down in history 
as being more conspicuous for what 
was omitted than for what was ac- 
complished." 

So it may. But that fact need 
not be altogether to the discredit of 
the convention. With one possible 
exception, we do not recall anything 
which the convention could and 
should have done yet failed to do. 

Nor can I give my unqualified 
endorsement to your statement that : 
u Papers especially prepared for 
the occasion were shunted aside in 
order to expedite an early get- 
away." 

It is a well-established convention 
precedent that when the writer of a 
paper is absent the paper is not 
read, but simply ordered printed as a 
part of the proceedings. This was 
done at San Francisco. One of the 
papers not read, but ordered printed, 
was given the unusual honor of 
ig referred to in the report of the 
Committee on Resolutions and made 
the basis for the appointment of a 
special committee of which great 
things are expected. The conven- 
work was expedited not with 
the view of an "early get-away," 
but in order to carry through to a 
h, within the time available, the 
program which the convention itself 
unanimously approved. This 
was finally accomplished, but not 
without severely taxing the re- 
sources of the efficient President. 

You state what may, in a sense, 
be literally true when you say that : 
" The apathy of most of the mem- 
bers was almost blatantly appare 

" With an occasional exception, 
discussions were dull and common- 
Mid there was none of the 
forensic eloquence that has thrilled 
assemblies at other conventions.*'

Tbrough a 
peculiar faculty of Its own to facili- 
tate and ad>ipt, ffOrds and actions to 
time, piece and the eiiouinNtnnce of 
them, Ihe lac 1 ioian usually produces 
excellent and pleasing results. The 
achievements of St. Paul compare 
In bin lino with Cmsur, Napoleon, 
and othei mPitary lights famous In 
history, for expert tactical work. 

Paul strove In all things to please 

all men, not seeking profitable 
things to himself but to the many, 
that all might be saved. His dis- 
cernment in siting up situations 
and acting on I hem with lit tie ap- 
nt notice ended as intended by 

him. Nothing more should remain 

for the warrior and statesman to lie 
desired in the artful and evolu- 
tionary manipulations of tact than 
to cany nut all that was planned 
from the beginning.
